We have had fatal Blows 
to Men of Fortunes in England, by Trade, 
the Vimers, Forths, Backwells, Cudwortbs, 
and fuch Men are ftanding Inftances of the 
little Guard great Eftates .are to the Sur- 
prizes of Trades and ’tis not every Man, 
that, tho’ be has 4 Bottom, has the Reputation 
in Trade to {upport himfelf in rime of a Dit 
after, as the Gentlemen, I Jnftanc’d in the 
laft Paper, have done. 

Caution therefore, isthe bef Advice can 
be given a young Tradefman; and Modera-: 
tion is a ufeful Vertuelin Trade, aswell as 
in Politicks; not to let every Profpeét of 
Advantage draw him out 3 the Tradefman.

One Capital Blow has its infinite De- 
pendencies in Trade. A. is a great Mer- 
chant; the French fall in with the Jurly 
Fleet, and take them, and he lofes 20 or 
30 thoufand pound; and the Confequence is, 
he breaks his Breakigg falls heavy upon B, 
C, D, Ey anid others; perhaps 5 or 6 Tradef- 
men in London ; and their Reputation ih 
not abléto bear them up tinder the Public 
Report, aswell as Burthen of fuch a Lofs, 
Break too: As he has broke lix,they break 20; 
and thofe 20, a hundred ; and {0 it goes on 
without any profpeét of.a Conclution, and 
all this is the Effeét of Credit of Men trad- 
ing beyond their Stocks, and both giving 
and taking exorbitant Credit. 

He that gives Credit, muft take it, gene- 
rally {peaking ; and were the Reputation of 
Trade lo {citled,.. that.neither giving nor 
faking Credit could out-live the firft Decay 
of a punétual Compliance, the Difafters of 
Trade coud never be-fo frequent ; for 
you would foon knew your Men, and 
the Debto. would be iminediately ful- 
fpefted, fhe failed of his Appointment $ 
on the contrary, here we find Men drivin 
vaft Trades, thatare, as we fay, Dux prog $ 
that are-folliw'd,and harrafs’d, and Huff’d 
by dvery: Rrenricé for Moneys and yez thefe 
‘Men ‘can keep*trp their Prades, and.can 
Ddiy'and tun intoimore Debt; Owe one Man 
to pay duother ; and there is:no end of their

to:go backward, and a Statute of Bankrupt’s 
the-General winding up of the Bottom.
